FCC TO BEGIN IMPLEMENTING NEW AMATEUR CONTENT TELEGRAPHY EXAMINATIONS 


On September 28, 1980, the Federal Communications Commission will begin imple- 
menting a new system for administering Amateur Telegraphy examination. This new 
examination will consist of a "FILL IN THE BLANK" type test. The answers to the 
questions the applicants will receive must be given exactly, letter for letter, 
character for character, as it was sent in the message. This system will replace the 
multiple choice code tests that are being used at this time. 3

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FCC COMMERCIAL LICENSES 


In a deregulation move by the Federal Communications Commission (FCC), 
the Third Class Operator permit has been abolished. THis latest move . 
reportedly saves four work-years annually for the next five years. 

The first and second class and restricted operator permits were 
retained without change. The FCC stated that it had been determined 
that the nearly 53,000 third class permits being issued annually 

were unnecessary, “largely as a result of other radio deregulation 
actions" it has taken. Third class permits were granted in the past 
to individuals passing a written test in basic practice and law and 
simpler than for first and second class licenses. The Third Class 
license permitted holders to become routine operators at AM, FM 

and TV stations... The Commission stated that only two percent of 

the Third Class licensees were issued to operators required to have 
them, primarily two way radio operators on Great Lakes freighters 

and charter fishing vessels. In a related move, the also created 

a new certificate, the Marine Radio Operator Permit for those operators. 
It is valid only for operating maritime stations and does not 

count as credit toward any other license. 


The Commission additionally reversed the order in which the 
examinations for the Second Class license are taken. Only those 
individuals who pass the technical part will be allowed to take the 
"simpler part", presumably basic practice and.law. 


Shortly after the FCC did away with the Radiotelephone Third Class 
Operator license, it proposed to abolish the the issuance of new 

and renewed First Class Radiotelephone Operator licenses and eliminate 
examinations for radio and television broadcast station techincans, 
The FCC proposes to change the rules to allow personnel performing 
technical duties at broadcast stations to hold any class of commerical 
radio operator license, including the Restricted Radiotelephone 
Operator Permit, and to charge the station licensees with the 
responsibility for determining the competence of their technicans. 
Comments concerning this proposal, entitled Docket 20817, are due 

at the FCC by 14 November 80, replies by 15 December 80.
